EXCEPTIONAL  ADtCTNISTRATIVE  MEASURES  HECOMIvIENlED. 

Owing  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  analyses  of  the 
Street  Water  supplies  being  now  and  again  recorded  as  ’not  quite 
satisfactory’  ,  and  as  even  a  small  infrequent  pollution  opens  up  a 
risk  of  serious  water  borne  infection,  I  recommended  sterilisation 
of  the  Water  Supply  by  chlorination,  the  which  id  now  being 
cons  idered  c 

CHILD  ELF  ARE  AND  MATERNITY. 

The  Urban  District  is  fortunate  in  having  in  its  midst 
a  live  Child  Welfare  Association  with  an  efficient  and  progressive 
Clinic  suitable  for  its  nee  da  ,  and  amongst  its  many  activities  are 
Lectures  on  appropriate  subjects. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  importance  of  Diphtheria 
Prophylaxis  has  been  stressed. 

In  addition  the  Nursgng  Association  with  its  capable 
and  hard-werked  nurses,  is  a  great  asset  to  the  District, 

MATTERS  ARISING  FROM  THE  WAR. 

The  war  commencing  in  the  Autumn  has  raised  many  and 
varied  problems  owing  to  the  added  population,  and  in  connection  with 
the  evacuated  children  the  setting  up  of  a  sick  bay  for  children 
suffering  from  minor  illnesses  was  considered!. 

After  much  preliminary  thought  and  wo rk, sanct  ion  was 
received  from  t be  Ministry  of  Health  on  December  9th,  to  go  ahead 
with  the  proposal  to  open  a  sick  bay,  with  twelve  beds,  provision  to 
be  made  for  increasing  the  number  to  thirty  beds  if  necessary. 

The  sick  bay  is  situated  at  The  Grange,  and  was  opened 
on  the  11th  February  1940, 

In  conclusion  you  will  be  interested  to  note  the  lowness 
of  the  Death  Rate  forthe  year.
